Joe  Loconto  was  brought  up  from  the  Jayvee  squad  for  the  Clark  Tourney. 
In  the  final  game  against  Westboro,  he  led  the  team  with  18  points.  Rounding 
out  the  team  were  Juniors  Scott  Rossiter,  Robin  Alhquist,  and  Dave  Glispin  and 
Sophomore  Bill  O'Connell.
